to a pole in the center. Sometimes 
stacks are built around a living tree. 
The grain is separated from straw | 
by means of a long-toothed comb, and at | 
this season innumerable groups of per- | 
sons are busily engaged at this work. | 
The yellow heaps of rice in the hull, | 
looking from a distance like wheat, can = 
be seen from the train ang from the 
country roads. Straw mats are used 
to keep the grain qf the ground, and, I | 
may add, that the mat is in evidence | 
everywhere in Japan and is used for all 
sorts of purposes. 

Cultivation of Tea Plant. 

The cultivation of the tea pliant is an 
industry of no small magnitude, al- 
though not so universal as the cultiva- | 
tion of rice. The tea flelds occupy the | 
higher levels and add an interesting va- | 
riety to the landscape. At one point on |

The two great governing principles in 
the German army organization are First, 
compulsory bearing of arms by every 
able-bodied citizen; and, secondly, educa- 
tion ang ability as a means toward and 
a necessity for advancement. BPven the 
princes of the royal house of Prussia 
must serve their time of military train- 
-_ just the same as the son of the peas- 
ant. 

Much has been made of military con- 
scription in Germany, and the awful hard- 
ships of serving, in one department or an- 
other, from the seventeenth to the forty- 
fifth year. As a matter of fact, conscrip- 
tion lies very lightly on the German peo- 
ple. The army {s, in fact, the great 
eQucational system of the empire. As 
early as the age of ten children desiring 
to enter the army in positions of honor 
on coming of age, begin thelr studies at 
one or the other of the various cédet 
schools scattered liberally throughout the 
country, and from these schools they en- 
ter the various special technical institu- 
tutes for the training of soldiers, accord- 
ing to the branch of service they wish 
to devote their lives to. The army, if 
looked at correctly. is the real life of the 
people; and, while a number of persons, 
whose love for the fatherland {s not so 
intense as it might be, leave Germany 
each year and seek refuge in foreign 
lands, the fact remains that the army is 
the ideal of the German who is content 
to stay at home. 

That is amply demonstrated by the 50,- 
000 men who have joined what is known 
as the Kriegervereine—or associations of 
men who have been honorablv discharge 
from the army, and wish to keep up 
their military connections, and to hel» 
each other and the country in time of 
stress.

Berlin is also far higher up on 
the globe. Western Europe is kept warm 
by the gulf stream. Similar influences 
warm Edmonton, Dut they come from 
the Japanese current, and are moderated 
considerably by the wide stretch of 
mountains which they most cross before 
they reach here. 

Farming in Alberta. 


This whole state of Alberta is compar- 
temperate. The climate of Cal-

gary is much like that of Denver, and 
all along the foothills of the Rockies the | 
weather is mild. The state is adapted 
to mixed farming. It produces enormous | 
crops of oats, barely and timothy and | 
winter and spring wheat. | 
forty miles from here they | 
are growing timothy quite as high.

The farmers are now 
raising barley for hogs. They claim that 
barley fed hogs are better than corn fed 
hogs, and say that they will be soon 
supplying Canada with pork. At present 
much of the hog products come fr&m the 
United States, there being a tariff of 2 
cents a pound against our pork. These 
western Canadians do not understand 
pork packing, and most of the Edmon- 
ton stores are now supplied by our beef 
trust. 

A New Canadian State. 

Alberta is a brand new state. It was 
a part of the northwest territory until | 
last September but it now has a gov- 
ernor-of its own and has members in | 
the Canadian parliament. The province | 
has an area of 253,000 square miles. It 
begins with Montana and runs north 
through eleven degrees of latitude. Its 
western boundary is along the line of 
the Rocky mountains, and on the east it 
is bounded by Saskatchewan, The prov- 
ince is about 400 miles wide at the cen- 
ter and it is 660 miles long. 

The southern part of Alberta is devoted 
to ranching. The country there is dry, 
grows rich grasses, horses and cattle. 
Many of the stock farms are owned by 
Americans, who have winter residences 
at Medicine Hat and Calgfry. The cen- 
tral part of the province is given up to 
mixed farming. It is largely settled 
along the lines of the railroads, and the 
whole of this part haz been opened to 
homesteading. The northern part is said 
to be good, but 8 far the only ssattle- 
ments are along the Peace river, and 
these are f@w and far between. They 
chiefly consist of Hudson's bay posts and 
Indian settlements, at some of which are 
mission stations, the missionaries raising 
wheat.

I met at Edmondton G. H. V. Bulyea, 
the lieutenant governor of this new prov- 
ince, and had a talk with him about his 
principality and its new citizens, ‘Said 
he:

The commission won its fight on the 
stove rates before Judge Cann in Chit- 
ham superior court, solely on the ques- 
tion of jurisdiction, the supreme court 
declining to pass on the merits of the 
case in the absence of such jurisdiction 
on the mart of the trial court.

Confiscation of Property. 

Now, however, the railroads have 
brought in a federal question. They 
claim that this circular, 309, amounts, 
in effect, to an effort to take their prop- 
erty without due process of law. “Jn 
other words ft is charged that the re- 
guctions made i {n_ these stove rate; 
amount to a confiscation of the property 
Of the railroads In that the new rates 
for the transportation of stoves are be- 
low a living bast!s. 

This is practically the same question 
that was involved in the fight made by 
the. railroads on circulars 301 and 302 
last vear, when the commission was en- 
jcired frum enforcing reduced rates on 
manutactured articles from Atlanta t9 
Macon, Athens. Augusta and Columbus. 
Those cases, as will] be remembered, were 
dismisred as the result of an agreement 
reached between counsel for the rail- 
roads and the commlfssion, the raliroads 
agreeing to take up the matter of rates 
in genera] and to make as many conces- 
Sions as they could to the Georgia ship- 
pers. As a resylt of ghis agreement, 
numerous reductions ‘were made, both in 
interstate and intrastate rateaq tyhich re- 
sulted In an annual saving to the people 
of Georgia of something Mke $2,000,000. 

Still, the matter of etoves was never 
satisfactorily disposed of, and the com- 
mission set to work to deal with that 
subject. Two circulars were issued 
making reductions from points where 
stoves are manufactured, and _ thes 
brought on the litigation in Chatham su- 
perior court While this litigation was 
still pending, circular 309 was qsued, 
superseding the former stove rate circu- 
lars, and while this wags satisfactory to 
the stove jobbers, it was strenuously ob- 
jected to by the nailroads. 

It is expected the railroad commission 
wil! first demur to the bill, when the 
hearing comes up tomorrow, and shouk 
it fail in carrying that polnt will make a 
strenuous fight on the :werits of the case.

MEN WHO MADE ATLANTA 


Edward Payson Chamberlin, Left Orphan at Age. 
of Four, Bound Out to Farmer and Served Ten 
Y ears-- Accumulated Generous Fortune.

T the tender age of 
A Payson Chamberlin left his "a- 
tive state of New York and camé 
to Lumpkin, Stewart county. 
several of his relatives had

tothe cause which he espoused. Mr. Cham- 
berlin being of delicate health and pro- 
nounced after examination to be exempt 
from active duty, turned his attention to 
every effort at helping the cause at home. 
We rendered all the aid in his power in 
providing for the comforts and necessi- 
widows and orphans. This, of 
itself, required much care and hard work, 
which Mr. Chamberlain cheerfully rené« 
dered. Long before the war ended, how- 
ever, he was transferred to a more in- 
teresting department—a department for 
which his former training peculiarly fitted 
him—that of purchasing supplies for the 
confederacy. He continued in the dis- 
charge of these qduting until the fina, 
crash came. 

‘Like a wise man, Mr. Chamberlin 
invested all the capital he had and could 
get hold of in cotton. At the end of fhe 
war he found himself the possessor of 
130 bales, which he immediately shipped 
to New York, realizing 60 cents 
mound, instead of 20 cents, which he had 
been offered in Georgia. 

Insisted on Paying Outlawed Debts. 

The firm of Chamberlin & Boynton was 
owing New York creditors the Sum 
$18,500. Owing to what was known at 
that time in Georgia, as the stay law In 
force, immediately after the way, they 
were not compelled to pay this amount, 
or any part thereof. But Mr. Chamber- 
lain- was an honest man and after selling 
his cotton, he paid every dollar of this 
indebtedness. Even Mr. Boynton's part, 
although not bound for it. He brougnt 
the balance back to Georgia and en- 
gaged at once in shipping cotton back to 
New York. This business became S50 exX- 
tensive that for a while he was the heavi- 
est shipper of cotton in the state. By 
this means, he was enabled to help hun- 
dreds of Georgia farmers to realize a 
good price for their cotton. 

Began Business at Present Location. 

Tn 1866, just as Atlanta was begin- 
ning to rise incarnate from the baptism of 
fire, which she had experrenced at Sher- 
man’s hands two years before, Mr. Cham- 
berlin saw fit to cast his lot with the 
charred city. He rented first a room, 
25 by 100 feet on the corner of Whitehall 
and Hunter streets, organizing the firm 
of Chamberlin, Cole & Boynton. This 
Mr. Boynton was a brother of his for- 
mer partner, and Mr. Moses Cole, the 
other partner, was a prominent young 
HWusiness man of the city. These three 
young men commenced on a very modest 
scale, but giving the business a close and 
undivided attention, they soon became 
the recipients of a good patronage. At 
the end of two years, Mr. Cole with- 
drew. At this time, the firm admitted @ 
former clerk, Mr. H. 8. John. @n, chang- 
ing to Chamberlin, Boynton & Co. 

Due largely to the financial sagacity and 
strict business integrity of Mr. Chamber- 
lin ready assisted and supported by his 
juniors, this concern continued to gain 
popularity and trade each gear until it 
became one of the largest mercantile 
establishments in the land. In 1884 Mr. 
Boynton retired. The firm reorganized 
by taking in Mr. R. &. DuBose as 4 
partner. In no step taken in this concern 
was greater wisdom displayed than when 
they got Mr. DuBose to join them. The 
firm name was changed to Chamberlin, 
Johnson, DuBose Co. Mr. H. 8. John- 
son was made president, through whose 
provident management, greatly aided ‘by 
his coworkers, this ‘house today, with 
its different departments holds rank as 
the finest mercantile emporium of the 
south. It last day’s pay role gives the 
names of 360 employes. Counting this 
force and the probable number dependent 
upon each for sustenance, it is safe to 
say that Chamberlin, Johnson, DuBose 
company dispenses weekly a benefaction 
to at least 2,000 people in the city ‘of 
Atlanta. Under its. present liberal and 
advanced manner of doing business, this 
firm is destined to be a movementetardl 
firm is destined to be a monument to the 
financial sagacity of all concerned in it 
and bids fair to last for many years.

He was for thirty years a prominent 
member of the Masonic fraternity and on 
all occasions fully illustrated the work of 
that noble and aiitiernt order. In good 
deeds, benefactions and business enter- 
prises he was nobly seconded by a good 
wife, Who was certainly unto him a help- 
meet. He married Miss Leyisa, daughter 
of Dr, Seymour Catchings, of Lumpkin, 
Ga., in 1856.

the time of his death, 
was director of the Atlanta chamber of 
commerce. The present site belonging 
to this chamber is mainly due to him as 
chairman a committee on location, 
He was director of the Young 
Men’s Library Association, cheerfully giv- 
ing it much of his time and attention. 

Motive of New York. 

It is a great matter of interest to 
learn the early life such a man. Mr. 
Chamberlin was born at the small vil- 
lage of Parkersville, St. Lawrence coun- 
ty, in the state of New York in the year 
1832. His parents on both sides are 
‘rom splendid English ancestry, His 
grandfather served as a faithful soldier 
throughout the whole revolutionary war, 
distinguishing himself on several occa- 
sions for gallant behavior in some of 
the battles fought during that struggle. 
His father died in 1836, leaving him 
only 4 years of age. Being in very 
Straitened circumstances, with five small 
children, his mother bound him out to 
a neighboring farmer, whom he Strved 
for ten years, receiving at times very 
rough usage and only a few months’ 
schooling each year, 

His mother, if not a lineal descendant, 
was @ hear relative of Ethan Ailen, 
the Robin Hood of Vermont, whose lite 
was a protest against domestic robbery 
and foreign tyranny. Of him Henry 
Hall, his historian, says: “‘History and 
tradition, song and story, Sculpture. en- 
graving and photography alfiw blazon 
his memory from ocean to ocean.”’ Sen- 
ator Adams, at his death, said it was 
the natural force of his character that 
made him eminent among the worthiest 
who founded the republic and prominent 
among those who founded the State 
Vermont,

y destroyed with the arrivai of 
a hard blow, storm or peiting rain, if 
the old birds were not present to look 
ter things. F

Wrestling with Future Trading. 

New Orleans, February 10.—The Pica- 
yune says: ‘The Mississippi legislature 
is now engaged in a struggle with tha 
great question of trading in futures. 
This is a problem with which the legis- 
latures of many states and the national 
congress have wrestled with before and 
abways with the same results—namely, 
that trade organizations and merchants 
were left to regulate their own affairs 
without legislative interference. 

“The system of buying or selling com- 
modities for future delivery has become 
80 engralted on all trade methods that 
eit would be impossible for any common- 
wealth or community to prohibt such 
trading without seriously crippling gen- 
eral and legitimate business. On the 
Other hand, it is generally recognized 
that it would be a good thing to elimi- 
Nate such abuses as have crept into the 
@ystem of future trading without inter- 
fering with the strictly legitimate busi- 
ness. ‘The courts have again and again 

decided that a contract for the future 
celivery of any commodity entered. into 
in good faith, the actual delivery of the 
commodity bought or sold being contem- 
wfated, was a purely legitimate and 
proper transaction. - This is the sort ofr 
contract alone recognized by all ex- 
changes, boards of traae and institutions 
in which trading for future delivery is 
carried on. The abuse of the system is 
“known as bucket shopping, which is 
nothing more nor less than trading on 
chalk markets, no actual delivery being 
contemplated, but, on the contrary, 
inerely a settlement upon differences in 
the fluctuatioOns of prices of certain 
stocks or commodities. 

“It- would be of advantage to all legit- 
imate business were the real distinction 
between proper and allowable transac- 
tions in future contracis and mere gam- 
bling made thus definite and clear under 
the law.’ .:

New. York, «ebruary'§ 10.—The 

York Fitnancter says this week: 

‘Tast week's officia] statement of the 
New York associateqd banks was again 
unfavorable in that it showed an im- 
portant loss of cash and a heavy reduc- 
tion in the surplus reserve, the latter 
amoun to nearly gne-half that re- 
corded in the previous week. The cash 
losg last week was $5,297,100. It worla 
seam. that this loss was partly due to 
the bringing over from the week ending 
February 3 of that portion of the de- 
crease in cash which was not reflected 
‘n that week's statement. It was also 
in great part caused by operations of 
the subtreasury, which absorbed from 
the banks considerable sums for the 5 
per cent redemption funds, and likewtse 
for excess tnterna] revenue reoeipts that 
were transferred hither by iInterlor de- 
positories and paid into the subtreasury 
out of the remitting institutions deposits 
with correspondents. The general de- 
posite of the associated banks decreased 
$452,200, and the statement showed a 
good balance. the sum of the cash de- 
crease, iess the gain of $4,632,100 in 
loans, being only $212,800 greater than 
the reduction in deposits. The required 
reserve was decreased $113,059, deducting 
which from the loss of cash, left $5 
014,080, as the reduotion itn surplus re-

Madam Regent and Ladies of the Con- 
ference: During the past fourteen years 
about $175,000 have been collected 
the Continental] Memorial hall.
